The Steamer Tallapoosa Sunk by a 
Collision With a Schooner.

Two Men Known to be Drowned and Others 
Supposed tobe Lost—Criminal Careless- 
ness on the Part of the Tallapoosa’s 
Officers the Cause—Statement of 
Capt. Keed of the Schooner. 


Corraog Crry, Mass. August 22.—The United 
States steamer Tallapoosa sank off here last night. 
The survivors landed at Woodshall. She collided 
with a three-masted schooner. The lies with her 
mainmast and the top of her smoke stack out of the 
water. It is stated that two lives were lost by the 
disaster to the Tallapoosa. 

LATER DETAIIS. 

Boston, August 22.—The facts of the sinking of 
the Tallapoosa are as follows: The Tallapoosa, with 
140 men and officers, was bound to Newport to take 
on board Secretary Chandler. At 11 o'clock last 
night, during a thick fog, three miles northeast of 
Oak Bluffs, Martha's Vineyard. she was struck on 
the bow by schooner James S. Lowell of Bath, Cap. 
Reed, from Baltimore for Portland with a cargo of 
coal Her side was crushed in and she sank in five 
minutes in 10 fathoms of water. As she went down 
her whistle was blown as a signal of distress, and 
was heard by the steamer Gate City, which came up 


immediately, and, with the schooner Mary A. Hood, 
which happened to be in the vicinity, rescued the 


man who are said to be missing. The Gate City 
blew her whistle, and the steamer Fish Hawk, lying 
at the wharf at Woodshall sent out her steam 
launch. The Gate City lay to until 3 o'clock, trans- 
fering the crew tothe launch. They all landed at 
Woodshall. The Tallapoosa lies on what ia known 
as Squash Meadow flat, and her smoke stack and 
topmast alone are visible. The schooner James C. 
Lowell also has on board some of the Tallapoosa’s 
crew.

Captain Reed of the schooner James 8. Lowell 
states that he was passing through the sound last 
night withastrong southwest wind and all sails 
set; she was going nine knots an hovr.

light ahead.” “Shortly it was 
a red light and Isaid, speaking to the wheelman, 
“Red! Lord, keep her straight. I stood near the 
wheel — all the time, and the course was not 
altered until the word came that the green light 
could be seen. To avoid a collision, seein 
steamer doing nothing to avoid ua, I ordered the 
helm laid down, but before it could be done, 
and before my vessel had altered her 
course at all, the two vessels struck each other,their 
stems seemingly coming 1 exactly. Our 
vessel's stem glanced by the Tallapoosa’s and pene- 
trated her hull. After the veasels sto the 
steamer swung round alongside the Lowell and her 
crew might have jumped on board, but it was not 
then known what was the condition of either vessel. 
After getting my family into a boat I examined m 
boat and found she was leaking quite a thoug 
notin immediate danger of sinking. e Talia- 
poosa drifted away from us and sank within ten 
minutes, 

BEFORE MANY OFFICERS 

and the crew had left her she went down. Those 
who could do so took to the rigging and were taken 
off later. The schooner Mary A. Wood came along 
and assisted in saving the crew, and later the 
steamer Gate City was signalled and came 
to our assistance. After all the saved 
had been transferred to her she steamed 
away to Woodshall. Our. vessel was badly dam- 
aged, her stern being started and the wood ends in- 
jured. She made twenty-one inches of water. Ina 
short time we were under way, proceeding to Vine- 
yard Haven.” 

Touching the collision Capt. Read says; 

“It is the most careless piece of work lever Saw. 
The night was clear; the lights of the Lowell were 


| burning all right and were perfectly visible a long 
distance.“ 


THERE IS A DIFFICULTY 

in obtaining the story of the steamer Tallapoosa, 
her executive officer, to whom the reporters are re- 
ferred, declining to make any statement. One of 
the men on the look-out on the steamer says he saw 
the schooner's lights fifteen minutes before the col- 
lision, and reported the fact. Several of the crew 
of the Talapoosa acknowledge the steamer to be at 
fault. Briefly, the facts are that the schooner 
was steering southeast by south half east 
and the steamerin an exactly opposite direction, 
with the sailin 
law. Many of the men were a considerable time in 
the water, ten being fished up nearly half an hour 
after the sinking. Numerous wrecking schooners 
and the steamers Fishhawk and Verbena are cruis- 
ing about the sound in the vicinity seeking to secure 
the bodies of the drowned and any wreckage.

limited number of invitations were issued and an 
effort was made to the meeting 
until after occurrence. 
the past few days it has been 
common talk, and reached the ears of the Chief of 
Police, who, learning the whole programme, ordered 
Chief of Detectives Burke to take steps to suppress 
the fight. Karly this morning Chief Burke started 
out, taking with him Secretary Williams. They 
soon learned that the principals, seconds, etc., were 
to leave the foot of Chouteau avenue at 3 p. m., on a 
towed by atug. Mr. Tom Kelly, — it — 
supposed knew all the plans, was seen, and warn 
that all the parties connected with the proposed 
fight would be given the 
BUTT END OF THE LAW. 
Kelly assured the police that, as far as he was con- 
cerned, there would be no barge and no bar, but 
there was bad blood between the men and he could 
not vouch that there would be no fight. Tom Allen 
was served with the same notice. It was evident

After the 
men were placed in different cells 
in Central District hold-over Chief Burke 
said: “Well I've arrested two prize fighters to-day, 
the first I have ever taken in, and from that exper- 
fence I'd sooner arrest a prize fighter than I would a 
boot-black. They are very mild fellows.” 

The friends of the incarcerated proteases of the 
manly art assured the police that they did not con- 
template fighting for money or any emblem of the 
superiority of the winner.but to settle an old grudge. 
To this view Chief Harrigan did not accede,and both 
men were locked up. 

KING WAS SEEN

ONLY SLIGHT TROUBLE. 


Rumored Embarrassment of the Ambs Dis- 
tilling Company Denied. 

A report obtained currency this morning that the 
Jacob Ambs Distilling Company, No. 113 North 
Second street, had had paper protested at the 
banks, and was financially embarrassed to a consid- 
erable extent. A member of the company was seen 
this afternoon and questioned concerning the rumor. 
“The facts.“ he said, “are simply these: 


We deposited last week at the Mechanics’ Bank a 
considerable amount in drafts on our country cus- 
tomers, and we have been checking against them 
since. Several of the drafts have come back and 
the bank required us to make up the amount of our 
checks, We disclaim any real weakness, and will 
clear up at the bank this afternoon’ ee 


An Officer of the Mechanics“ 
said: “It would not necessarily 
be a sign of weakness on the part of the Ambs' to 
have their checks thrown out here, That would 
simply mean ‘no funds.’ The company keeps only 
a discount account here and use us only for ordinary 
business loans. Neither they nor any one 
would be allowed to overdraw here.” 

The Dun Mercantile Agency reports to its sub- 
ecribers that the Ambs’ Company, though lately em- 

to some extent by reason of the action of the 
bank, is not regarded as shaky or in imminent dan- 

r. Their liabilities are pl d at $50,000, of which 

20,000 is due to local banks, secured by warehouse 
receipts; $15,000 to other creditors for borrowed 
money and $15,000 for merchandise. The com y 
has made a statement, in which it claims to have 
$1,000 in stock and $40,000 to $50,000 worth of 
whisky in bond, leaving a clear margin of from 
$30,000 to $40,009. 

The amount of paper thrown out at the banks,ac- 
cording to Dun’s Agency, was between $4,000 and 
$5,000.

week, and 6.641.000 bus less than last year.——Late 
mail advices from California say the wheat crop is 
as large, if not larger this year than ever before 
raised. Threshing generally exceeds expectations. 
Farmers are selling freely. Country banks have no 
money to loan on wheat, but money is easy at tide- 
water.——A. H. Cowan to-day received and sold the 
first Louisiana rice of this year’s ＋ rhe Iot con- 
sisted of forty barrels; the quality of the rice was 
very superior, ud the] rice obtained was 64¢c.

‘hree years have elapsed since the Star Route 
investigations yielded abundant and conclusive 
proofs of the fact that the United States Gov- 
ernment had been defrauded of about $10,000,- 
000 in the shape of pay for mail service that 
had never been performed. The law commands 
that suits for recovery shall be brought in all 
cases where money has been paid out of the 
funds of the Post Office Departinent under pro-

MRS. COYLE’S DEATH,

The Body Arrives To-Day—No Clue to the 
Manner ot Death, 

The remains of Mrs. Catharine Coyle, the unfortu- 
nate lady who committed suicide in Chicago, arrived 
this morning, and the funeral will take place from 
the residence of ber mother Mrs. Mary Ogle, at 1131 
North Broadway, to-morrow morning at 10 o'clook. 


The services will be held at St. Patrick's Church 
by Father Hayes. Notwithstanding the 
fact that many a week has passed by since her 
death at Chicago, the real means employed to end 
her life are involved in as much obscurity as at first. 
Some three or four years ago she separated from her 
husband, Charles Coyle, employed at John 
Hagerty’s, at 044 Nortn Third street, and since 
that time they have not lived ther. 
She has been somewhat addicted to drink through 
these years, and toward the last her liking for 
liquor seemed to be increasing. A week ago 
Wednesday she suddenly left her father’s in 
Louis, and saying she was going to her mother's in 
Moberly, disappeared. Nothing was known of her 
whereabouts until last Monday when a dispatch 
came to her father from Chicago, 
by strangers, announcing his daughter's death by 
28 at some house on East Van Buren street.

past twenty-five years. This comprises onl 
those cases that I have myseif seen or whic 
have been described to me by physicians famil- 
iar with the disease. Although more common 
among the whites, it is by no means 
to that race, one of the patients being a full- 
blooded negro and several of them mulattoes. 
Of the above cases four were Jews. In none of the 
cases was the disease hereditary, although in 
one instance a mother and her daughter were 
affected at the same time. In all these cases 
except the one just mentioned there was not 
the slightest evidence of contagion, nor has it 
ever been deemed necessary to isolate those af- 
fected with the disease. When well enough 
they walk about the streets of the city, attract- 
ing but little attention, as the people know 
from experience that in this country they run 
no risk of contracting the disease by — in 
contact with those affected with it. As isolat- 
ed cases of leprosy have been observed on the 
coast of South Carolina for nearly forty years 
without any apparent increase in the number 
of cases, it may safely be inferred that there 
is but little danger that the disease will ever be- 
come epidemic in this section. 


FROZEN FACTS.

2. That the North Pole lies in the Arctic re- 
ions.

4. That nearly ail the animals there wear 
sealskin jackets the year round. 

5. That Chief Signal Officers are somewhat 
unreliable caterers. 

6. That when men cannot get food they starve 
to death, 

7. That extreme cold produces frost bite. 

Ss. That the getting back is the chief fun and 
difficulty of the expedition. 

These important — have been substanti- 
ated by scientific observations made from time 
to time during the trip, and together with other 
interesting factswolating to the preparation of 
sealskin consomme and leather pudding, will be 
submitted to all scientific societies who are in 
the habit of giving silver medals for that sort 
of news. It is to be regretted that the average 
tax-payer is too stupid to see how this outlay 
can benefit mankind in the slightest way. 
When an uninfluential citizen expresses a de- 
sire to go tothe North Pole, we take him to 
Ward's Island. When a signal officer is seized 
with a similar desire, we confiscate two millions 
of public money to send him, and then about 
four millions to get him back.

Meanwhile appropriations will be passed by 
Congress for the speedy rescue of those going 
upon these expeditions, at the rate of $400,000 
por man. At that figure it is estimated we will 
get off cheaply. 

We 
opposed it in the beginning, but now are com- 
pelled to acknowledge our error. The benefit 
accruing to science and humanity by the knowl- 
ige that men freeze or starve to death in those 
regions is more than compensation. Geograph- 
ically, too, the expedition seems to have been a 
success, in that it discovered the long-lnst Can- 
nibal Isiansd. Otherwise we might be inclined 
to regret that men who are so foolhardy and 
eaten up with desire for empty notoriety as to 
want to go on such an expedition, do not die of 
softening of the brain before they can tempt 
ignorant, but brave soldiers and sailors, into 
volunteering to follow them. Were it not for 
the immense benefit it has rendered m ind, 
as we have shown, the Greely expeditionfffrom 
first to last, might pass to posterity as ioc 
of most extravagant folly, wherein cle 
ness and criminal mismanagement brought 
about an end which sickens and horrifies the 
world.

A REMARKABLE ENGINE. 


Completion of an Engine Calculated 
to Run Eighty Miles an Hour. 
There has just been completed in a railway 
machine-shop at Wilkesbarre, Pa., a locomotive 
which it is expected will be able to pull a train 
on the New York division of the Lehigh road at 
the rate of eighty miles an hour. The engine 
weighs nearly 100,000 pounds, and the tender, 
when filled with coal and water, 70,000 pounds. 
It is stated that the engine will develop from 
1,400 to 1,500 horse power. The great speed 
claimed for this engine is attained by construct- 
ing the cylinders with the steam and exhaust 
entirely independent. This is done by using 
fewer plain slide valves (known as gridiron 
valves) on each cylinder. The vaives are 
worked by a 2328 arrangement of valve 
gear, in whic 
connecting.rod, and working entirely on true 
centers, there being no sliding surfaces: 
the steam valves being independent of 
the exhaust, and vice versa, and point 
of cut-off or expansion can be obtained 
without the corresponding back pressure and 
over-compression, asin the link motion. The 
point of compression can also be changed with- 
out altering the point of cut off or expansion, so 
that the same sized cylinder will give much 
more c at a given pressure than can be ob- 
tained by the link. To get the full benefit of 
this the engine carries 160 pounds boiler press- 
ure, the boiler being constructed of steel espe- 
cially for the purpose, It has — double 
riveted with 34 inches for its smallest diameter. 
The fire-box is 11 feet with 236 two-inch tubes 
and the total heating surface being 1,375 square 
feet. The grate area is 37 square feet, The 
engine is also fitted with an independent steam- 
pump and a heater for feedi the boiler so as 
to put ip water at nearly the 
heater being under the boiler, The pump being 
independent, can be run when the engine is 
standing, and just fast enough to keep an even 
gauge of water when running. The arrester is 
eo a that all the ks are thrown 
down into a box, forward of the smoke arch, 
and are there carried to the end of the run and 
dumped the same as the ashes. The spark ar- 
rester has been in use for dome time, and has 
proved satisfactory.

The Tragic Fate of Seven Peace 
Officers in a Colorado Mining Camp.

The 
roughs completely controlled everything, and, 
of course, selected the officers. * 4 chose for 
their Marshal, or Chief of Police, F. B. Willis, 
or “Old Man Willis,” as be was known, He 
was waited upon and informed N authority of 
those who created him Marshal that the rst 
man he attempted to arrest would be his last.” 
He was told to see nothing or know nothing 
that transpired; that he was simply elected to 
give the camp the appearance of being orderly, 
asinthat way it would be less difficult to get 
„tenderfeet“ into the camp and fleece them. 
“Old Man Willis” did his part nobly. He never 
arrested a man or got a cent for his service the 
entire term. : 

Phe next Marshal of Tin Cup was Tom Lahay, 
a brave and fearless border ruffian. His term 
expired March, 1882. There are many stories 
told of his daring deeds. At times he would, 
just to show that he could, assert his right as 
Chief of Police, and stand off an entire mob of 
half-drunken miners or tin-horn gamblers. 
After capturing four or five of them he would 
disarm — start them for the station house, 
then release them as he got to the door to show 
his contempt for them. e 

He was followed by Frank Emerson, a 
brave and popular miner, who had had many 
years’ experience roughing it in the mountains, 
and feared nothing. After a short term, during 
which he asserted his authority, and was as fre- 
quently opposed by the ex-Marshal, the two 
men met in deadly combat, and Frank Emerson 
was carried from the street a corpse, 

Harry Rivers, another typical mountaineer, 
and as brave a boy as ever crossed the range, 
was the next to put on the star as Marshal of 
Tin Cup. This was also in 182. The dance 
halls and gambling dens were running night 
and day; stud poker,” ‘“‘keno,” and E 
the tiger” reigned supreme. Thousands of dol- 
lars were daily flowing into the rich camp. A 
genuine effort was now — made to control 
the roughs. Harry frequently disarmed men 
who defied him, and marched them single- 
handed to the lock-up. One night he was ed 
to arrest one of the princi gamblers and sa- 
loon-keepers, Charley La Tourette. H knew 
he had the worst man in camp to deal with, but 
did not shrink. He walked boldly up to him, 
and told him he must go with him. quarrel 
followed, and guns were drawn. Rivers, by his 
cominanding address and flerce eyes, conquered 
his man without ashot, and they started off arm 
in arm for the station house. They had pro- 
ceeded but a block or two when La Tourette 
pulled a gun from another pocket, and shot him 
dead, Thus ended the life of another Marshal 
of Tin Cup. 

The writer will here digress sufficiently to 
ive one incident in his career as Jack 
Vard was a noted character in the mountains 

He was then, ashe is now, known in every 
camp, and his name was the terror to all to 
whom he did not take a fancy. He brought a 
burro train into Tin Cup one day, and it was 
but a few hours until he and his pals got into a 
row with the residents, miners, and gamblers, 
anda pitched battle in the street was result. 
Fully a hundred shots were fired. Harry Riv- 
ers rushed to the scene. It was getting dark. 
He singled out the daring Jack Ward, and 
started for him. Several shots passed between 
them, but Harry commen his man. He was 
locked up and paid his fine. It was Jack's first 
surrender; he resolved it should be his last. He 
reformed, went to preaching, and is 2 oc- 
cupying the pulpit in the new camp of Glen- 
wood Springs, in Garfield County, this State. 

Sam Micky was the next victim. He t- 
ed the responsibility reluctantly, but bravel 
did his duty. His life was constantly 
ened, and he not infrequently came near going 
the road of his illustrious predecessors. — 
months after his 1 - his strong mind 
became shattered from the constant pressure 
and excitement. He became insane and was 
sent to an Illinois asylum, where in a few weeks 
he died—still bravely paving his cell and fancy- 
ing that he was walking bis beat as Marshal of 
Tin Cup. 

Andy Jameson was finally induced to put on 
the ill-fated star, and do duty as Chief of Po- 
lice. He was doomed to an early and sad end, 
A few months after his appointment he was 
shot in a quarrel by Will Taylor. This was in 
the fall of 1883. For the first time in the histo 
of these Marshals was the murderer 
Taylor was arrested, fried in Gunnison, con 
victed, and is now serving a five years’ term at 
Canyon City. 

For some time the position remained vacant, 
but at last Dave Corsaut, an old pioneer who 
was identified with the early border history of 
Kansas, during the John Brown days, and who

KILLED HIS SWEETHEART. 


And Then Attempted to Poison His Pursu- 
ers by Putting Strychnine in Melons. 
Macon, Ga., August 22.—Further investigation in- 
to the killing of Miss Alice Higgs of Macon, Ga., by 
vid H. Conner, her rejected suitor, shows him to 
have been a veritable demon. The immediate cause 
of the shooting was the exposure by Miss Higgs of 
an attempt on Conner's part to outrage her person. 
Her father, to whom she related the occurrence, was 
sick at the time and urged his daughter to keep the 
secret. Conner, fearing the consequences, shot 
Miss Higgs with a load of uckshot as 
she was returning from church in a wagon with 
some of her relatives. After the shooting Conner 
sought refuge in the woods, and, as a dozen or more

eadquarters at the house of David Higgs, he slip- 
ped into the mellon patch one night and poisoned a 
number of the largest melons with strychnine, ho 
ing thereby to kill off his pursuers. The dastardly 
deed was discovered, however, by giving some 
melons to the hogs, who died almost immediately. 
The test excitement prevails and Couuer's fate 
is dubious.
